2. This firearm will fire if a cartridge is in the chamber and the trigger is pulled 
and the safety is disengaged.

Be careful with ^ ammu nitron. Even '‘blank’ cartridges are deadly at close 
range due to the muzzle bJast- Make sure your ammunikon is m new and in 
good dean condition. Do NOT oil or grease ammo as this may damage she 
cartridge primer Do NOT tamper with or alterthestandard factory ammunition, 

teep firearms unloaded when not actually in use. Load Ihe gun only when on 
the range preparing to fire and unload II before leaving the range. 

Never put your hand over the muzzle of a gun. 

ALWAYS WEAR protective shooting glasses and hearing protection whei> 
using finearms. 

Spectators should be a1 least 1 0 feet behind and away from the shooter white 
the shooter is loading, shooting and urtloadrng. Spectators should wear 
protection for hearing and sight loss and they shouEd avoid distracting those 
shooting their firearms. 

Never drop your gun. If you Co drop it, urrload it and check it tor pro per function 
before using it ^aih. 

Do NOT alter or modify your gun. Don't try to change your gun's irigger puil.

Do maintain and keep ycur gun clean. Keep in a dry pface away from other 
metals and water. If your gun shows sign of corrosion or improper operatior^, 
have it serviced by a competent gunsmith.

Keep Ihe muzzle pointed in a direction when loading and unioading your 
gun. point th& muzzte a! anyone. 

Never shoot al hard flat surfaces or water.,,. bullets ricochet- 

If a gun feiis to fire when the trigger is pulled, keep It pointed down range at the 
target for QO seconds. Sometimes slow printer ignition will cause a “hang lire* 
and the cartridge will go off after a short pause. It it stfli fails to fire, keep muzzle 
pointed In safe direction and avoid e)<posuTe to the breech, as you attempt to 
unload your firearm. 

Never let water, snow, mud or other nnaterial enter the barrel. Always be sure 
the barrel is free ol any obstruclion. 

Since niany ammunitten identificaljonssound similar, be sure that you use only 
the correct ammur^ition for your gun. f>c NOT use the wrong size or wrong 
strength amrnynition in your firearm. 

Repeated and prolonged exposure to gunfire may cause toxrc levels of read In 
your body. High levels of lead in the blood may result in cancer, impofcency. 
birth defects and other serious physical injury. When shooting indoors, make 
sure there is proper fresh air ventilation. 

Teach children: | , NOT to touch guns, bullets, cartridge^, shells, flares or any 
explosive device and 2. If they discovery such a dangerous item or weapon, 
they must immediataly report its location to their parents, school taacher or 
police. 

Remember a firearm has the capabIHty of taking your fife or the life of sosneone 
else. Be careful with your firearm - an accident is slfTrcst always the result of 
not following basic eatety rules.

BEFORE LOADING or tiring a shotgun, examine the bore and the Firing 
chamber- to beoartainthey are clean and Free of any obsiruction. Everi a heavy 
coat of oil grease , snovy or water may re&u It in damag e to the firearm and inj ury 
to the shooter and^^or pa^raorvs near I he fi rearm. A mnislire or unusyaJ sound 
upon firing is a signal to cease firing and to examine Ifie chamber and bore. If 
there is any obstruction, dear the obstruction ^nd cleart the bore and chamber 
before firing. 

FIRING WARNING 

When shooting, full eye and ear protection is mgndatory at all times. Shooters 
and apeotatofs must wear shooting gla^sa$ and sound suppressor to prevent 
eye injury and hearing toss. Wston Foss and hearr'ng fmpairment can occur 
wfto on^y one moment of nofi-prot^QtiQn.

IF there is any reason to suspect that s bullet or projectile ig obstructing the 
barreUmmediarely unload the firearm (See Unloading Instructions) and check 
the chamber and the bore. A bullet may be lodged some distance down ths 
barrel where it can not easily be seen. Check the bore by using a cleaning rod 
to pass through the barrel. If a blockage is in the bore, DO NOT ATTEMPT TO 
SHOOT IT OUT WITH ANOTHER CARTRIDGE, OR BLOW IT OUT WITH A 
BLANK CARTRIDGE OR A CARTRIDGE FROM WHICH THE BULLET HAS 
BEEN REMOVED. SL>CH TECHNIQUE(S) CAN GENERATE EXCESSIVE 
PRESSURE, DAMAGE THE FIREARM AND CAUSE SERIOUS PERSONAL 
INJURY. If the blockage can be removed with a cleaning rod„ dean any 
unburned powder grains from the bore, chambers S mechanism before 



WARNING (Mechanical Malfunctions) 

STOP SHOOTING I Mf^ EDI ATELV AN D UNLOAD YOUR FIRE AR M if your fi rearm 
develops: a rBechanieal malfundion: binding or stoppage: spitting powder/gas; 
a cartridge primer \s pundur^d; a cartridge case is bulged or ruptured; or the 
sound on firing does not sound quite right. Do NOT try one more shot but uni oac 
your fireanri and take it and the ammunition to a q ualified gu nsmith or send it back 
to EAAforexamirtation. Do not assume that the shotgun is empty merely becau&e 
ycu checked the chamber. You must also check the bore for any fired shot or 
wad jarrmned inside the barrel.

Top Lever: Located on Sop of the receiver, push lo right to break open barrel 
fronn 'ece ivar of shotgun. 

Trigger; Located in the trigg-Br guard. If the safety is disengaged and hammer 
mechanism has heen cocked and trigger Is pulled lo the rear the shotgun will 
discharge, if there is a live cariridge in the chamber. The MP^33 shotgun 
f&aluro^ an unusual double trigger mechanism, v;hQje each trigger fires both 
barrels. This trigger mechanism allows the following: shooting ssciugnces: 

- the first pull ol the front trigger will discharge the right barrel, the second pull 
of the same trigger will di&chargsthg Igftbarjel. and 

- The first pull of the back trigger wilf discharge the left barrel, the secor'id pull of 
the same trigger wil! diachajge the right barrel. 

But, additionally, the conventional shooting sequence can ba used also, that is 
the puli of the front Trigger wi!| discharge the right barrel, and the pull the roar 
trigger will discharge the lefi barroL 

Trigger mochanism latch button: Located on thg back pGrtion of the trigger 
guard and intended for detaching oi trigger mechanism for inspediDn, cleaning 
and lubrication. Push this button and pull Iheliigger guard to detach trigger 
mechanism from receiver of shotgun. MAKE SURE YOUR SHOTGUN IS UN- 
LOADED. 

Forend: Located b^low barrels in front of receiver, locks barrel assembly into 
receiver, has a latch in the mid lower section that is used to lock and unlock 
farend. 



Directions For Assembly Of 
Shotgun: 

1 ) Fig 1 ; When you open the box of your new 
MP23S shotgun the barrel and to rend Is 
separated from the main portion of the 
shotgun. To attach the barrel and forend first 
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remove the plastic bag? or wrapping covering the parts. Then remove ihe 
torend from the barrel by pulling out the lever In Ihe lower micl Action of the 
Forend and tipping tha Ibiand out and away from the barrel while pulling the 






lever out. Never force the forend off the barrel. Check to make &ure that the 
barrel is free of foreign matter by looking down the barrel (no blockage what- 
so-ever) 



2) Fig 2: Now push the top lever to the righi 
and hold. Do not iorce the top lever, 

3) Fig 3: Engage the lower locking lug 

located on the lof^ver portion of the barrel with 
the receiver The hall round cut out on the 
lower lockirrfg lug fit-s around the found bar In 
the forward lower portion of the slot in the 
receiver. Wifeh ttte barrel engaged inlo the 
receiver you should be abie to swing the 
barrel up into the locked position and the top 
lever should move back to tha center once 1he 
barrel i? locked into position. Note! The top 
falch imay not move complataEy to ihe* center 
on a new shotgun until the gun is broken In. 
The latch must move at Isast three quarters of 
the full travel distance.

To Load Shotgun: 

1) Fig 7: Make sure the shotgun is pointed in 
e sefe direction at all times, the trigger block 
safety is engaged, and never allow fingers or 
objects to contact trigger.

If the top 
leyef does rx>t move to the center break open 
the action again and check to See if the shot 
shetl is fully sealed in tha chamber. If tie shell 
is fully seasQd then re'Close the action. II the 
shot shell is not fully seated check the chamber for blockage and check the 
shelll for dErformallon and retry closing the action once more. If the shell is the 
correct type and the chamber is hot blocked and the shefi s not deformed and 
the top lever does not move at least three quartefs of tha full travel distance to 
the cenier after closing then unfoad the gun (follow unloading insfnjctions) 
and have a competent gunsmith look at the gun or return the gun back to 
E.A.A. Gorp. for review Note: Tha top lever may not move completely to the 
center On a new Shotgun until the gun is broken in. Thg iBvar must move at 
least three quaners of the full travel distance. Try 1o move top lever to eerier by 
hand do not force.

safety is diseagaged.-.Slop! and do the following: a) Make sure the gun is 
pointed in a sarfe direction b) Engage the trigger block safety c) Wait 60 
secorids Follov/ Ihe instruction below for unfeoadSng the shotgun. 

If during finno the sound of any tailndge is riioticeably softer or louder than the 
previous cartridge tired. Stop! Do not load another cartridge or tire another 
cartridge and do the iollowing: a) Make sure the gun is pointed in a safe 
direction b) Engage the trigger block safely c) FoUov/ the instruction below for 
unloading the stiotgun d) With the shotgun unloaded visually inspect Ihe 
shotgun for barrel blockage or damage and inspect the mechanical portion 
and receiver of Lhe shotgun for damage before continuing.
